The let Bn which was commanded by Lieutenant Lajos Koeteles, 25 years old, Includ* 
ed the battalion headquarters and the 1st and 2d Btry. The personnel of this 
battalion consisted of members of the 1922 through 1926 classes who had not yet 
served previously and received training in 2-month courses and trained personnel 
of these classes. The two batteries consisted of the battery headquarters , the 
telephone and radio platoon and the 1st and 2d Gun Platoon. Each gun platoon was 
assigned 1 officer as platoon leader and consisted of 4 groups each of one group 
and gun leader, 4 gunners and 5 assistant gunners. The strength of one battery 
was about 5 officers, 15 NCOs and 120 personnel. The 1st Btry which^was commanded 
by Lieutenant Janos Szabo, 32 years old, performed training on 8 x 57~mm AT guns 
detached (aie) by the 2d Ba aad the 2d Btry m 8 x 76gaa field guns dataabed Clio?

The 2d Bn consisted of a headquarters, and the 3d and 4th Btry and eoxxducted 
training for personnel of the 1930 class who made up about 80 percent of the 
soldiers, the 1929 and the 1931 classes who served their tern of service. T he 
armament of the battalion c onsfted of 22 x 57-rom AT guns and its strength, | 

[ ] vas about 280 artillery men. 

The 3d Bn with headquarters , 5th and 6th Btry was equipped with 16 x 76-mm field 
guns. Its personnel, as with the 2d Bn, chiefly consisted of members of the 1930 
class and several artillery men of the 1929 and 1931 classes. 

The artillery regiment was equipped with 30 weapon carriers, 5 jeeps and 2 x: 3*5~ 
ton trucks and 2 x 1 0 5 -ton trucks. 
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7* ‘/he training during the 2-month course included 2 hours of political indoctri- 
nation and 4 hours of service of the piece drill daily and 5 hours ;jf basi; 
training weekly as well as of field and combat training. Firing with live 
ammunition which involved 7 x 76-mm field guns and was performed against mobile 
tank dummies over a distance of about 3 km was held once with each gun firing 
two shots. Two hits were scored .« Two third of the retrained personnel were pro- 
moted to corporals and one third to KCOs. 2
